CGMBINATIONS

Rumors That They Are in Process
of Formation Are Widely Circu-
lnted in New York,

By Ulusive Wike fiom The Associnted Press,

Now  York, April 5—HReports  that
huce rallrond combinations are In pro-
cogg of formation were widely cireu-
Inted hoere today, Detailed statements
concerning the plan alvendy published,
looking to the combination of all of the
great rallroad systems of the United
States under the control of one coim-
pany, were given, but as a genernl
thing prominent railroad officialz and
bankers declined (o discuss the mitter.

According to all accounts, the enter-
prige involved the greatest combinua-
tinn of capital known in the history of
finance. It was sald the company would
he formed under the laws of New Jer-
sev for the purpose of conducting &
goperal  freight  and  transportation
buginess throughout the United States,
that the eompany will hold a control-
ing Interest In all the grewt railrond
systeme, and thut the management of
the road would be vested In the con-
trolling company,  According to the
proposition, each road would preserve
its identity and corporate existence,
but the pew compiany would control the
affalrs of all. 1By thig policy it was
cliimed larvge sums of money could be
suved as i result of economics in man-
agement and the stoppage of rate-cut-
ting, The names of men lke J, P
Morgan, Willlam K. YVanderblt, Jumes
J. Hill, Edward H. Harriman, Goorge
J. Gould, John D. Rockefeller, Jacob
H, Schiftt and James Stillman were
rreely used. One report stated that the
first step in the proposed plan would
be the securing of eomtrol of the stocks
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quiney,
the 1Brie, the Great Northern and
Northern Pacitic, and that provision
would be mailde for the acquisition of
othey  propertiegs  in  the immediate
future, DMseussing the reported amal-
giomation of the railvoad Interesty of
the countey, the New York Press to-
morrow will sav:

OF A PORTRAIT

The Stolen Galnsborough Picture of
Duchess of Devonshire Re«
turned After 25 Years.

STORY OF ITS TRAVELS

The Canvas Valued at $50,000 Is
Carried in Hermetically Sealed Box
Through England, America and
the European Continent After Hav-
ing Been Stolen by Porch Climbers.
Large Reward Is Paid for the Re-
turn of the Painting—Chicago De-
tectives Find the Thieves.

Chicago, April S.—=Arter (raveling
through England, America and the Fu-
ropean continenl for twenty-five yenrs,
the famous Gainsborough portrait of
the Ducheas of Devonshlre, which was
stolen from the art gallevy of the Ag-
new  Brothers in London, Fugland.
My 16, 1876, i% reported to have been
returned Lo Its owners. The painting
is valued at $50,000, A Chicago detec-
tive agency claims to have been in-
strumental in recovering the pleturs,
The holder of the pleture. who, it is
sald, wng one of. the band of thieves
who stole it from the gallery, is sald
to have recefved a large reward for
Its return and exacted an agreement
to drap the prosecution,

According to the detectives-he had
curried it with him for vears, eare-
folly packed and sealed. The pictore,
it is announced, will arrlve in London
tomorrow.

The theft of the portrait was ve-
markable in many ways. The doors of
the gallery woere found locked and
holted on the inslde, The pollceman
on the beat, the watchman of the
block and the janitor of the building
had heard no suspicious nofge and they
had mnoticed no suspicious strangers,
There appeared to be no clue until in
1886 a certain Joseph Ellioti, then un-
der arreat for a large forgery, assevt-
ed that the Gainshorough picture was
still in existence and could be recov-
ered providing his liberty was granted.
Biott said  the picture had  been
stolen by professional “porch climbera®
who had entered one of the gallery
windows and out the canvas [rom the
frame.

The picture had been taken. Eliott
ealid, not for the reward that would
he offered, for it, nor for the proceeds
of its sale, but as the means to secure
bail for & member of a band of Top-
gers who had been arvested in France
for n forgery on the Bank of Eng-
mnd. The forger had been extraditl
and the Agnew Brothers were to be
asked to sign his bond, on condition
that the painting wae retarned.
fore the plan could be completed, hinw-
ever, the forger was given his liberty
on @ technieality.

Negotiations wers later made with
the thleves to return the painting for
a large reward. The sum offered was
too small, in the opinion of the burg-
Jurs, and the negotintions fell through.
Tecently tracs was again found of the
thieves, and negotiations reopened. A
lavger reward was offered, which ve-
sulted in the retarn of the pleturs in
Chicago,

When returned the pleture was her-
metieally gealed In o box made espece-
jally for its veception and was pro-
nouneced in perfect condition. Tt was
carefuly packed In cotton batting. The
casket wasg brought from England to
this country fifteen yvears ago and las
remained in a storage warehouse and
snfe deposit vaulls In various clties,

The person who accured the informa-
tion which !ad to the return of the
portrait, is sald by the detectives to
be a sporting man, but they decline
m make his name public. The erime

DEFIES A SHERIFF

The Famous Duellist Defends His
Mansion Aguinst a FPosse
and Holds the Fort,

Lexington, Ky., April 6.—With the
ery, “the vendel(ta! the vendetia!”™ on
his lips, General Cassius Marcelus Cluy,
the rmmous abolitionlst and duellist
and former Unlted States minister to
Iussia, thig moming led  his little
bodvguard to baltle against a sherifi’s
posse which had gone to Whitehall,
his palatial mansion in Mudison county,
to serve papers upon the general in o
civil ease, instituted against him by his
daughtor, Mrs, Mary B, Clay.

Many shots were fired on each side,
and the posse finally departed without
accomplishing the purpose of fts visit,
1t is reported that General Clay was
wounded In the affray, Fleeing from
hig supposed enemies, he barricaded
himsellf in hizs “den,”’ In the mansion,
and there he remaing, guurded hy his
faithtul servants, Whether or not he
Is wounded ig kmown only to himself
and to his little hodyguard,. No physi-
cian has been summoned to the house
and none dare approach exeept on in-
vitation.

Today's confllot wasg directly con-
nected with the domestic woes of Gen-
eral Clay, which bhave darkened the
cloging yeurs of his life. The princl-
pals in the battle were General Clay
and two of his badyguard, Bud Literell
and Jim Bolin, on one side, and Sheriff
Colyer, Deputy Terrill and Frank
Mason, of DMadison county, on the
other. The wreit which the sherifl
sought to =erve was one ordering the
delivery of gome furniture belonging to
the general's danghter,

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COMMUNICATION
FROM RUSSIA

The Document Said to Have Pro-
duced a Profoundiy: Favor=
able Impression.

SALUTARY DEVELOPMENT

No Official Statement as to the Terms
Proposed, but It Is Understood
That Russia Takes Occasion to Give
Positive Assurance of Her Disin-
terested Sentiments on the Chinesa
Questions—Significant Statement.

By Exclusive Wirs from The Associated Press.

Washington, April 5,—~The Unlted
States government has veovcived & com-
munication from the government of
Russia of unusual importance bearing
on interests in Ching, and particularly
those reluting to Manchuria. The docu-
ment Is of such a character as to have
produced @& profoundly favorable fm-
pression, and at the state department s
Iooked upon as the most salutary de-
velopment that has occurred for many
manths in the problems of the enst.
As to the exact terms of the communi-
cation there l2 no officlal statement
thus fap, although later It doublless
will be communicated to the publle,
Secrotary Hayv recelved it from the
Russinn  ambassador, Count Cassinl,
last night and took speedy steps to
lay it before the president. The latter
shared the secretarvy of state’s gratifi-
cation that o way has been found 1o
digpose of Lthe complications over the
Manchurinn question and to bring Rus-
sia inlo strong accord with the other
powers., At the Russian embassy no
information was obtained as to the
communication, Count Cassini asking
to bhe excused from all inquiries.

While there ls an entire ahgence of
anthoritative Information, yer it is
nnderstood that Ttussia now takes or-
casion to give positive assurance of the
disinterested sentiments which have
animated her throughout the consider-
ation of Chinese aquestions, As to Man-
churia, It is made clear that Russia’s
conrse never has varied in the purposa
to leave that provinee an Integral part
of China. and to retire the Russian
troops as rapldly as safety wonld per-
mit. This, moreover, it Is made plaln
in the communlcation, has hesn Rus-
sin's oourse throughout, notwithstand-
ing assertions to the contrary.

Aspirations for Peace.

Biut gs a more signal evidence of Tus-
sia's purpose, and In harmony with the
czar's asplrations for peace and hor-
mony hetween the nations, the Russian
government now givea assurances of
the most definite and satisfactory
charactey as to the execution of this
purpose, The extent of the assurances
can be best judged by the impression
muele in the highest official quarter
here that the threatencd corisls over
the Manchurin hos been completely
averted.

The Ruszinn commmunicotion is the
more significant, coming at a noment
when the press advices from Europn
asgerted that Russin was collecting an
oy af 200,000 men for the purpose of
holding Manchuria without reference
to the desire of the other powers. There
is no doubt that Ttussin has a larpe
military force in Manchuria., =0 that
had she determined to hold the prov-
ince she has the milltary establlshment
already on the ground prepared o
mantain her oceupancy.

To the officlals in Washington one of
the most gratifyving features of Rus-
aia's netion is that it is responslve 1o
Secretary Hay's nots of Murch 1,
This note had bBeon proviously com-
munlented to the Chlnese minister nt
Washington and advised him that the
nited States viewed as unexpedient
and dangerous to the Interests of China
the econelusion of any private territorial
or lnancial agreement,

A copy of this communication was
sent to the United States ambassadore
at £2r, Petersburg, My, Charlemagne:
Tower, and the Rusgian ambassador at
Waushingtlon was alzo made aware of
itz contents. While the note never was
addressed direct to 10ussin, yet by the
rforegoing moeansg it comne fully o the
attention of the Musgian authorlties,
